THE COUNTY BOARD 


GIVES ROAD MONEY 


The numbers of the county board 


last week appropriated the sum of 
$10,000 for the trunk line road be- 
tween this city and JIarshlield, one- 
half of the money to be used betwcin 
PItttsville and Marshfield nad one- 
half between Grand Rapids and Pitts- 
vii'ie. 


This money will be used for sur- 


facing on the road, as all of the grad- 
ing has b;en practically completed 
on this line. It cannot be said at the 
present time just what form this sur- 
facing will take, as the matter has 
not been decided upon as yet. 
Coun- 


ty Highway Commissioner Louis Am- 
undson is in favor of putting in a 
concrete surface on this road, so as 
to mak; it as permanent as possible. 
While macadam roads were consider- 
ed to be about the proper thing a few 
years ago, experience has proven that 
they are anything but permanent, 
and where they have been built and 
maintained for a number of years it 
has been found that tho annual cosi 
of upkeep and repairs amounts to 
from fivj to eight hundred dollar? a 
year. 
While the first cost of the 


macadam is less, the upkeep expense 
soon brings it up to moie than that 
of the concrete road. 


Mr. Amundson also slates that 


there ara portions of the road that 
should be wider than the average 
country road, as the traffic near both 
the cities of Marshfield and Grand 
Rapids is so heavy as to demand a 
double track instead of the nine foot 
track as has bsen put down in most 
of the praces. in the'country. 


The members of tho county board 


made a trip ovor the road on Satur- 
day, being the guests of Mayor Co- 
hen of this city and Mayor Felker of 
Marshfield. 
They w:re taken to the 


city of Marshfield and then had din- 
ner at the asylum about one o'clock, 
returning to this citiy in the after- 
noon. Altho llio weather was not as 
pleasant on Saturday for traveling 
outside as it has been tor som: time 
past, Hie road was in pretly good 
shape, and the cars made lairly good 
time, so tliat the trip was fair'iy well 
enjoyed by all. As tho board.had ad- 
journed that morning the numbers 
from llio north end were enabled to 
remain at their homes when they 
got there, and did not have to return 
to this city. 


Louis Amundson was r2-elccted 


County Highway Commissioner at the 
Friday session of the board, lie hav- 
ing no opposition. Mr. Amundson, 
during the years he has held office, 
has made air excellent officer, and no- 
body questions his sincerity. 


The election for Highway commis- 


sioners resulted in the choice of Goo. 
W. Brown of Plttsville, Ernest Eich- 
steadt of Port Edwards and J. A. 
Chapman of Cameron. J. S. Thomp- 
son of this city was re-ol3cted trustee 
of the Wood County Asylum. 


The committee on Common Schools 


elected on Friday consists of P. N. 
Christenson, o£ the town of Lincoln, 
H. H. Voss of the village of Nekoosa 
and Robart Morris of the town of 
Arpin. 


The matter of buying a 40 acre 


tract of woodland adjacent 
to the 


asylum near Marshfleld was taken up 
and discussed, and it was decided to 
buy the land, same to cost not to ex- 
ceed S'1,000. This 'land will furnish 
outside employment to certain in- 
mates of the asylum and will also 
furnish, wood for the institution.

up the gun by tho bairell and pulled 
t toward him. As IIP did so one of 
he hammers of the gun caught on the

h" shell was eM'loilcd. The charge 
of shot struck the young man jnst 
jack of his lett ear, and passing thru 
he head, tore off a part of tho skull, 
illllng him Instantly.

beyond the hounds of feasibility 


One was the elixir of life The other 


was tbe philosopher's stone, or its 
modern equivalent, which turns all 
metals into gold 


To have perpetual youth and gold 


beyond 
computation 
became 
the 


dreams of an old man of seventy-iive 


I was not at that time In the em 


ploy of tho British government. 
I 


bad,

Jews have conic forward to enlist; 
they have opened and equipped hos- 
pitals for the soldiers, and displayed 
an eagerness to aid with their goods 
and their labor. The warmth of tbeir 
patriotism has been a surprise iu Mus- 
covy. ThQ position at the Jewish sub- 
jects of tho czar, aa It was beloro the 
war, is told in a bulletin just prepared

tile National Geographic: society. 


It reads as follows: 


"Moro than ane-half of the world's 


total Jewish population, numbering 
about 0,500,000, dwells within the Rus- 
sian empire. 
The total number of 


Jews in tho world numbcra about 13,- 
000,000. Tbe United Slates and Aus- 
tria-Hungary, each with moro than 
two million; Germany, with 500,000, 
and tho British empire, with 400.0(10, 
are the other important homelands ol 
this scattered nation Russia, however 
today might bo looked upon 
UH the 


true fatherland of the Jewish people, 
aa the great body of them live there. 
This comes primarily from the cause 
that tho Slavs, moro especially the 
Russian Slavs, have always been tho 
most tolerant of peoples In matters of 
religion. The Russian church, prop- 
erly speaking, is not a missionary 
chureh. Thai a Russian should bo a 
member of. tlio Russian branch of tbo 
Eastern Orthodox church is regarded 
almost as a law of nature In Muscovy, 
while tbe Russian feels that It Is Just 
as natural and iltting that a Tartar 
should bo a Mohammedan, and that a 
Jew should follow tbo Mosaic creed. 


"It is true that most of tbo Jews 


wore originally Polish subjects, and it 
is said that colonies of them lived In 
the basin of tbe Volga and the Crimea 
BOO years before the birth of Christ. 
Through the years of their bitterest 
persecution the rule of the Poles over 
the Jews was a light and amiable ono, 
and many hundreds of thousands of 
them passed to tills country. Thus, 
with 
Poland, Russia acquired 
the 


greater part of her Jewish subjects 


"The czar's Jewish subjects are con- 


fined by law to a definite part of tho 
empire, known as the Jewish pale, or 
settlement. This is an Irregular belt 
of territory, extending from the Baltic 
to the Black sea, Tho palo Includes 
Poland, Lithuania, Whlta Russia, part 
of Little Russia, and regions In the 
Caucasus. A bell of laud about thirty 
miles* wide along tho international 
boundary is also exempt. 
Tho palo 


proper, wherein nearly all of the Rus- 
sian Jews dwell, comprises tho entire 
territory of Russian Poland and the 
governments of Kovno, Vitebsk, Vilna, 
Mobilev, Volhynia, Grodno. Minsk. 
Chsrnigof, Poltava, Kief, Podolia, Bes- 
sarabia, Kherson, Ekaterinoslav and 
Taurlda. Kovno, Minsk, Mohilov and 
Volhynia are the most Ihickly settled 
by Jews, who, In these governments, 
constitute about two-thirds of the en- 
tire population. Some Jews were set- 
tled aa agriculturists upon the south- 
ern steppe, and, despite the strict law 
wealthy members of the nation are 
found in business In Petrograd and 
Moscow. All disabilities which attach 
to Jewish birth in Russia fall away 
with the conversion of ono of the race 
to orthodoxy, but nevertheless such 
conversions seldom take place. 
This 


curtailment of the freedom of the Jew 
ish subjects is not a matter' of rellg 
ious persecution but rather an expros 
sion of the Russian's dread of the su- 
perior business ability of the Jew. 


"There are, however, certain classes 


of Jews allowed by the law to dwell 
without the pale. These are students 
in educational institutions, merchants 
of the flrst guild, professional persons 
and skilled artisans, and such as have 
served 25 years in tbe army. 
Mem- 


bers of these classes, nevertheless, 
must obtain special permission to en- 
joy their rights under the law. No 
Jew is eligible to government office, 
unless he becomes a convert to ortho- 
doxy.

RABIES IN COW 


First Case in Wisconsin in Year Is 


Found, in Animal at Norrie, 


Marathon County. 


Madison.—The first positive case of 


rabies in this state in over a year has 
been found in a cow at Norrie, Mara- 
thon county. Examination of the cow's 
head at the state hygienic laboratory 
revealed a clearly developed case. 


Dr. C. A. Harper, state health officer,

water is absolutely necessary for the 
existence of a mudhole, any treat 
ment whether temporary or perman 
ant m character, must provide for 
getting rid of the water 
The first 


step ts therefore is to dig a trench to 
the sid3- and allow the water and 
mud to drain 
If necessary open up 


also the side ditches 
Furthermore, 


remove all the soft mud left in the 
mudhole 
The bottom of the trench 


should be filled with coarse gravel or 
broken stone so as to provide a drain 
to prevent any further accumulation 
of water 
Gravel Is the best material 


for filling the old mudhole 
If gravel 


is not available use the best earth at 
hand tramping it down in 3 or 4 lay-

is a. costly practice to put growth and 
tlesh on a stunted animal, as com- 
pared to what could have-been done 
when he..was in-a healthy and vigor- 
ous condition. 
But it is -not necessary that young 


stock be fed as are fattening animals. 
Watch, their le=d troughs and see that 
all of the daily rations are consumed. 
Do not feed them in excess, but make 
certfin that they are contented after 
each feeding. .'See that the exercise 
lot is used daily and that clean water 
is provided. 
The failure to feed 


young stock properly will open the 
way for future serious troubles, and 
no "stockman can afford to encourage 
such a practice, even during the win- 
ter months. .

Remove all accumulations of weeds, 
grass etc. which tend to retain mois- 
ture 'and obstruct drainage. Fur- 
thermore, do this work early. while 
the ground is still dry and hard. 
Vegetation and litter hold water like 
a sponge and allow it gradually to 
soak in and soften the earth. 
The 


job before the road man is to keep 
the hard dry surface formed in the 
sumniT time from becoming softened 
by 'he fall and winter rams and 
snows. 
When the fall rains begin 


the earth or gravel road should be 
dragged frequency to prevent the 
formation of ruts and th? collection 
of water. 
All travel?d places on ma- 


cadam roads should be filled and. con- 
solidated. 
During the 
winter 
whenever a 


thaw is coming on, the cross drains 
and side ditches should b? opened up 
as far as possible so as to prevent 
water collecting along the roadway. 
If the thaw is so pronounced that 
the roadway is softened, the drag 
should be us?d; sometimes one round 
trip of the drag w'll entirely rid the 
earth road of slush and melting snow 
and leave the road surface practically 
dry 
Don't get the idea that the drag 


is not needed on your -eart hand 
grave' roads in the winter time. 
In- 


stead, keep it where you can get it 
readily for if the winter is an ordin- 
ary one you will ne?d it many times. 


Winter destruction begins in the 


early fall. 
The best way to prevent 


such destruction is to jforstall 
it. 


Keep the road dry and remember that 
so long as it remains so it will not be 
seriously injured by the frost. 
Keep 


the drains open, the ditches clear, re- 
move all vegetation and litter, and 
use the drag frequently. 
If the road 


is kept dry to a depth of 2 feet below 
the surface, ther ewill be IHtle troub- 
le from the coldest winter.

Temporary Expedient* for Making 


Them Passable 
Should be Used 
Only in Emergencies 


Temporary repairs to roads are, or 
at least should be, confined to em- 
ergencey measures. In proportion to 
the results obtained, temporary work 
is always expensive and is never jus- 
tified by ordinary conditions. Unus- 
ual conditions, however, often occur 
to plague the road man. For exam- 
ple, the closing of a main highway to 
traffic because of construction, repair, 
or washouts may suddenly throw a 
heavy traffic for a short time on a 
little used and unimproved byway. 
Clearly, in such a case temporary ex- 
pedients are legitimate. 
The most common troublas met in 


a case of this kind are mudholes and 
ruts if the soil is heavy, and dust and 
loose sand if the soil is light and 
sandy. 
On a clay or gumbo road mudholes 


usually cause the most trouble. As 
water "is absolutely necessary for the 
existence of a mudhole, any treat- 
ment, whether temporary or perman- 
ant in character, must provide for 
getting rid of the water. 
The first 
step is. therefore, is to dig a. trench to 
the side- and allow the water and 
mud to drain. If necessary, open up 
also the side ditches. Furthermore. 
remove all the soft mud left in the 
mudhole. The bottom of the tr?nch 
should be filled with coarse gravel or 
broken stone so as to provide a drain 
to .prevent any further accumulation 
of water. Gravel is the best material 
for filling the old mudhole. If gravel 
is not available, use the best earth at 
[land, tramping it down in 3 or 4 lay- 
ers. If possible, spread a little gravel 
or sand over the - new fill, which 
should be made slightly higher than 
the adjoining road surface. The best 
treatment of a'il, however, is to keep 
the drainage in good condition. Ser- 
ious mudioles will then rarely devel- 
op.Don't try to fill a mudhole without 
first draining out the water and re- 
moving the soft mud. Don't try to 
fill it with large stones, because if 
this is done there will soon be two 
mudholes instead of one. Don't try 
to fill a mudho'la with sod or similar 
material that will absorb water read- 
iiy. 


= On an earth or gravel road ruts 
are host treated with a drag. Don't 
be afraid of dragging too often dur- 
ing a. rainy spell. If a thin coat of 
sand . or gravel he spread over the 
road surface when it has become 
softened with rain and then worked 
in by traffic and a liberal use of the 
drag, a poor earth'road can be much 
improved and made to carry a. sur- 
prisingly, heavy traffic for a short j

council to Investigate the smoko and 
sawdust nuisances caused by burning 
refuse from the various saw mills of 
the city, which It was claimed allow- 
ed much lino sawdust and soot to 
escape in the air, an application hag 
h:en made to the city by a company 
composed of about ten prominent 
mill owners for a franchise to. sell 
steam heat and electric light power. 


Tho company's intention is to util- 


ize the saw dust and refuse for fuel 
by installing plants at the mills, the 
the idea being to use the different 
plants as substations instead of es- 
tablishing a central pow.er plant, thus 
avoiding the hauling expense. This 
will not only minimize the risk of ac- 
e ident to the plant, interfering -with 
the plant, but will also, in furnishing 
steam heat, .enable the company to 
supply it over a wide area with much 
lower pressure if furnished Irom a 
central plant. It is intended to also 
establsh at each mill an auxiliary oil 
burning apparatus to h3 used should 
the refuse pile run low. 


It is thought that heat, light and 


power can be furnished by this sys- 
tem at a far lower rate than Is 
charged by the preasnt power com- 
pany operating in the city. In mak- 
ing tho application an option to pur- 
chase Is given the city should they 
desire to take the .entire supply of 
the plant within a reasonable time. 


With coal at 57.50 per ton, retail, 


wast from the sawmills In Vancouver 
at an expense, inaddition to its loss, 
has bothered the lumbermen for 
many years, and it Is hoped that this 
scheme will prove feasible and pro- 
fitable. 


In furnishing steam heat it Is pro- 


posed to use the exhaust steam. It Is 
thought that it can be supplied at 
about 60 cent p?r 1,000 ft, the meas- 
urement being the flow of water from 
the condensed steam running into 
the simplex met:<r, consisting of a set 
of two cups, one filling and in drop- 
ping raising the other and thus auto- 
matically registering tho flow. 


The engineer of this proplssd com- 


pany estimates the amount of saw- 
dust and refuse burned annually by 
these mill as equivalent to 114,000 
cords. The approximate cost ol In- 
stalling a sawdust burner Is ?30,000 
and the annual expense of operating 
it about $5,000.—Consular Reports.

Theii3 is the case of Sir Henry Bes- 


semer for instance, and his difficulty 
in inducing the world to use his obvi- 
ous and revolutionary methods ol' 
producing steel. 
So great was the 


effect of the Bessemer process upon 
the steel business that the production 
in England jumped from 50,000 tons 
a year to 4,000,000 tons a. year im- 
mediately after its introduction and 
so great was the effect of the cheap- 
er methods of refinement upon the 
price that steel declined from $300 
a ton to HO a ton. 
Yet the.only way 


Bessemer could get his process used 
was to put up a factory, manufacture 
steel and undersell his competitors. 


Bessemer went at the problem of 


improving the manner of making 
steel deliberately. 
Ho wanted a 


stronger metal for the barrels of big 
guns. He knew nothing of the bus- 
iness. He began at the bottom and 
learned the science of it. In the end 
he made a retort with provisions for 
forcing air in from below. He melt- 
ed his iron and turned on the air. 
The whole immediately became a 
sparkling furnace that burned so hot- 
ly and so rapidly that it was impos- 
sible to reach the valve which would 
turn off the air. 
So hot was the fire 


that every fastening of the retort 
was nearly melted. Th,s transform- 
ing process was however, completed 
before the heat had demolished the 
plant. So was the discovery made. 


Yet those people with whom Besse- 


mer contracted for the use of his 
process failed utterly in getting re- 
sults and abandoned it. He formed 
a company of his own, built a plant 
and began the production of steel. 
This he sold at a price which the pro- 
ducers under the old process could 
not meet and still made a fabulous 
profit. Thus, he proved th» value of 
his patents and, after many years, 
brought them Into general use and 
from the royalties he received he 
waxed fabulously rich.

The farmer who burns wood for 


heating and cooking should carefully 
store the ashes and not pcruutl them 
to lench, as they have a peculiar fer- 
tilizing value. 
They not only con- 


tain potash and phosphoric acid in 
appreciable amounts, but also con- 
tain mi'.gncsia and lime, and when 
applied to the land they also act In- 
directly to increase the available nit- 
rogen content of organic matter in 
the soil. 


Ordinary house ashes on tho aver- 


age about S or 9 per cent of potash 
and two per cent of phosphoric acid. 
Investigators have considered that 
.lore is enough potash in a bushel of 
ashes to make it worth 20 or 25 
cents. 
Besides that, some 10 or 15 


nls additional might bo allowed for 


tho "alkali power" of the ashes. This 
powtr is that which enables aches to 
rot weeds and to ferment peat. The 
potash contout of ashes will be lost 
if they arc permitted to leach, and 
care should be taken to store them in 
a dry place. 


Wood ashes may be profitably ap- 


plied as a top dressing to grass land 
and to pastures, where they will . 
courage tho growth of clover and the 
better kinds of grasses, which vrlll 
then crowd out inferior kinds and 
weeds. 
Wood ashes may also be 


used for corn and roots. 
Because of 


their lime content, they are not so 
good for potatoes, altho sometimes 
used for this crop. 


Ashes from hardwoods (dociduous 


trees) are richer in both phosphorus 
and potash than those from pines and 
other softwoods 
(coniiiers). 
The 


ashes of twigs (faggots, for example) 
are worth more for agricultural pur- 
poses than the ash»s of lieartwoo( 
taken from the middle of and ol( 
tree. 
In general, tho smaller an< 


younger the wood burned the bette: 
thD ashes. The ashes of coal do no' 
contain enough potash to make them 
valuable In this connection. 


The hulls of cotton seed, according 


to specialists, yield ashes which, con 
tain from IS to 30 ppr cent of potash 
and from 5 to 10 per cent of phos 
phone acid. Cotton-null ashes then 
fore as a fertiziler are much more 
concentrated than ordinary wood ash 
es. As a matter of fact, in the opin 
Ion of some investigators, the ashc 
of cottonse:d hulls contain such 
large proportion of potash that they 
might do considerable harm to cer 
tain crops if they were used in larg. 
quantities. 


These ashes have been used with 


advantage for manuring tobacco, an 
have in times past brought as muc 
as 35 and $40 a ton n New England 
One objection to their use ia tha 
they vary widely in composition. A 
the present time, however, the hull 
are used to feed to such an exten 
that it is difficult to secure their ash 
es for fertilizing purposes.

Board said nothing about 
an increase in salary, and voted it at 
the minimum rate, and had the law 
allowed it to be any lower, it Is quite 
evident that it would have b?en low- 
ered.

Mr. Amundson was ap- 
pointed by the state in the year 11)12, 
and has served th.3 County during 
the past three years. 
During that 


time he has employed all the way 
from 300 to -100 men on the work 
thru the County and at no thus has 
there been any 'labor troubles.

Amundson originated a system of 
building bridges by day labor which 
has proved a great saving to the 
County and has been pronounced by 
State Engineer Hirst to be tho best 
system that has been found in tho 
state. 


During the year 3914 there were 


approximately $80,000 spent under 
Mr. Amundson's supervision, and the 
amount In 11)15 will be about the 
same. 
The work performed under 


the supervision of Mr. Amundson haa 
always received the highest praise by 
the state engineer, and there is no 
question but what Mr. Amundson has 
taken advantage 
of every possible 


means to Inform himself of the best 
methods of road construction, and 
that our people have had the services 
of a man who put his entire mind and 
his best efforts into the work. 


In view of these facts it would 


seem no more than just if the Board 
should show some appreciation of his 
efforts, and put their appreciation in- 
to some sort of a tangible form so 
that it could be used in a case of 
emergency to buy flour and sugar 
with.

world against the lawless conduct of 
belligerents arising out of the bitter- 
ness of the great conflict which is now 
wasting the countries ot Europe, the 
United States unhesitatingly assumes, 
and to tho accomplishment of that task 
it will devote its energies, exercising 
always that impartiality which from 
tho outbreak ot the war It has sought 
to exercise in its relations with the 
warring nations." 


The note covers exhaustively the 


subject of British Interference with 
American trade since the beginning of 
the war and declares the so-called 
blockade of the allies "ineffective, Il- 
legal and indefensible " The note was 
made public by agicement between tha 
state department and the Oiitish for- 
eign office and cairies with it a volum- 
inous appendix giving the text of 
American naval instructions issued in 
1862 and a summary and table showing 
hundreds of vessels detained by Brit- 
ish authorities since the present war 
began.

fere with that right on the ground 
that It suspects that -the preiiouB 
supply of such goods in tho neutral 
country, which the imports renew or 
replace, has been sold to an enemy. 
"That Is a matter with which the

HANDLING THE PEA HAY CROP, 


Best Time for Cutting Is When First 


Yellow Pods Are Seen—Leaves 


Contain Much Nutriment. 


Peas should be cut for hay when the 


first yellow pods are seen. 
If cut la- 


ter, too many of the leaves are lost 
and, as they contain a great deal of 
nutriment, the vines should be cut 
when the leaves will not shatted off; 
also, at this stage the vines will not 
be woody and coarse after they are 
dry and cured. 


Peas should be cut after the dew 


dies off In the morning and allowed 
to wilt before raking into windrows. 
H no rain has fallen for two or more 
weeks and the surface of the ground 
is thoroughly dry, the vines can be 
baled from the window in about four 
days, but they should be thoroughly 
tested for moisture by taking a small 
handful and twisting it very hard.

past eight years, and It is estimated 
that 75,110(1 cases of tho disease will 
have (iccured in the United States in 
11115. and of this number at least 
7,5(10 w i l l have died before the end 
of the year. 
In many sections only 


lubercu'losis and pneumonia exceed it 
as a cause of death. 


The linal epoch-making experiment 


of the Public Health Servic? was Car- 
ried out at tlie farm of the Mississippi 
Slate Penitentiary about eight miles 
east of Jackron, Mississippi, and to- 
getlrr with the previous work of the 
Service completes the chain in the 
prevention and cure ol tho disease. 
The work at the Mississippi farm haa 
been in charge of Surgeon Joseph 
Goldbergcr and Assistant Surgeon G. 
A. Wheeler of the Unitsd States Pub- 
lic Health Service. 
The farm con- 


si:-! s of H200 acres in the center of 
which is the convict camp. The final 
jxpcriment wr.s undertaken for the 
purpose of testing the possibility of 
producing pellagra in healthy human 
while adult males by a restricted, 
one-sided, mainly carbo-hydrate (cer- 
eal) diM. Of the eleven convicts who 
volunteered for this experiment, six 
developed a typical dermatitis and 
mild nervous gastro-intestinal symp- 
toms. 


Experts, including Dr. E. H. Gallo- 


way, tin Secretary of the Mississippi 
State Hoard o! Health, Dr. Nolan 
S'ewart, formerly Superintendent of 
the Mississippi State Hospital for the 
Insane at Jackson, Dr. Marcus Hause, 
Professor of Dermatology, Medical 
College of the University of Tennes- 
see, Memphis, T3nn., and Dr. Martin 
K. Kngman, Professor of Dermato- 
logy 
in the 
Washington Medical 


School, St. Louis, Mo., declare that 
the disease which was produced was 
true pellagra. 


Prior to ths commencement of 


these experiments no history could 
be found of the occurence of pellagra 
on the penitentiary farm. 
On this 


farm are 75 or SO convicts. 
Gover- 


nor Earl Brewer offered to pardon 
twelve convicts who would volunteer 
for the experiment. 
They were as- 


sured proper care thruout the experi- 
ment, and more than sufficient to sus- 
tain life. It differed from that given 
the other convicts merely in the ab- 
sence of meats, milk, eggs, beans, 
peas, and other similar protied foods. 
In every other particular the con- 
victs selected for the 
experiment 


were treated exactly as were th3 oth- 
er convicts. They had the same rou- 
tine work and discipline, the same 
periods of recreation, and the same 
water to drink. Their Quarters were 
better than those of the other con- 
victs. The diet given them consisted 
of biscuits, fried mush, grits and 
brown gravy, syrup, corn, bread, cab- 
bage, sweet potatoes, rice, collards 
and coffee with sugar. All ths com- 
ponents of the dietary were of the 
best quality and were properly cook- 
ed. 
As a preliminary and to deter- 


mine it th; convicts were afflicted 
with any other disease, they were 
kept under observation from Febru- 
ary 4th to April 9th, two and a half 
months, on which date the one sided 
diet was begun. 
i 


Although ths occurence of nervous 


symptoms and gastro-intestinal dis- 
turbances was noted early, it was not 
until September 12th, or about five 
months after the beginning ol the 
restricted diet, that the shin symp- 
toms so characteristic of pa'ilagra be- 
gan to develop. These symptoms are 
considered as typical, every precau- 
tion being taken to make sure that 
they wer= not caused by other dis- 
eases. The convicts upon whom the 
experiment was being made, as well 
as twenty other convicts who were 
selected as controls, were kept under 
continual medical surveillance. No 
cases of pellagra developed In eamp 
excepting among those men who were 
oa the restricted diet. The experi- 
menters have therefore drawn the 
conclusion that pellagra has been 
caused in at least sis of the elevsn 
volunteers as a result of the one sided 
diet which they subsisted.
